S/r, Imtv [endjott a more f erf c^ account of the Mendip-MineSj 
which by the helf of an Ingenious friend I procured from fome 
'very experienced Mine-men. J have pnce communicated thefe I^- 
formations to the Gentleman;^ who gave me the former ^rphich lalfi 
fent joti % and he afftires mey that thej are exa^. Only in fome 
little things thiy dijferfrem fome circtim^ances of his 5 ^ts the Vir- 
guh he never knetp praBis'^d^ whereas tnefe/4jy^ ithathy bttt is not 
much valued. For whichy allowance mtifihe made to the difference 
i/30 J e ares 5 it being fo long agoe ^ that my frfi Informant had 
to do in thofe matters. He aljo faith ^ that the Trees are fooner 
wither d in their leaves npn this Hilh^ whereas they obfervCythat 
when a Mineral-vein runs up into the Moots of Trees ^ yet they have 
not noted any difference at Top *^ tvhick mufl be under flood with re- 
fpe^ to other Trees there ^ into whofe roots nojuch veins ran. I 
can perceive no difference in the account elfe^ that is any wayes ma- 
terial, what defects you find in it, if you intimate them to me^ I 
fhall inquire again for ftirther fatisfaBion^Bcc. 

To the 10- — 16 ^. (Viz, Numb. 19. f. 333.) the Grafs is 
rank and good. There are few Trees on this part of the Hill 5 
but the Workmen have known the Vein to run up into the roots 
of Trees^when they have obferv'd no difference at the Top^They 
efteem the water healthy to drink^ and to drefs Meat with it^

To the i8, Tp. vSometimcSjWhcn a Mine hath been very near 
the fui face , tht Grafs hath been yellow and difcolour'd. Some 
have madeufeof t!ie Virgula divinntoriat, but the Fxperienred 
Work-men have no value for it 5 yet they fay^vvhen the Mine 
is open^j they nYriy gucfs by it;, how farr the Vein leades. 

To the 20; 2 1, 22, 23, 24,25^2^. Qu. White^, Yellow and 
nvxt Earth are leadeis to the Country (as they call it 5) Change" 
able colours alwayes encourage their hopes. For Stones^they aie 
fometimes 12 fathom deep;, before they meet any: Ocherwhile^ 
when a tony i;^^^' at top;, they meet Orejuft under the Sword 
(fuperficies) of the Grafs^ which Ore hath gone down above 40 
fathom. A black Stone is of bad fignification, and leads to a 
^am ( a black thick Stone, that hinders their work. ) A grey 
cleer dry one they account beft. They feldome encounter 
Damp. If in finking they come to wet mooriili Earthy they 
exfpeifl a *fam^ and to be clofed up with Rocks. The nearnefs 
they guefs by iTiort britU Clay^ for the tough is not leading. 
As to the reft of the ^eriesy belonging to this Thle^ the Miive- 
men can give no fatisfadion to them. 

To the 31, 32. The Ore fometimes is Shole^ and again, it Is 
1 4 or 2,0 fathom more or lefs, before they hit it. They follow a 
Veine inclining to fome depth^^ when it runs away in flat j5/>/0 
(their terme.)

will ferve in new Works. It is tough and black, and bemg ex- 
pos'd to the Sun and Wind for % or $ dayes, will fcarce yield to 
an Axe. That which hath layn 40 yeares to their own know- 
ledge^they have taken up^ and fet again. 

To the 35, When they have funk a Groove, they will not 
be at the charge of an Air-jhaft^ till they come at Ore •, and for 
the fupply of Air have boxes of Elme^ exadly clofed;, of about 6 
inches in the cleer ^ by which they carry it down above 20 Fa- 
thom. They cut a Trench;, at a little diftance from the top of 
the Gr(7i7i;^, covering it with Turf and llodds difpofed to receive 
into the pipe^ which they contrive to come in.fidewayes, to their 
Groove^ i^ioQt from the top-, which carries down the Air to a 
great depth.

To the 3^^ 37, 38. The waters are more plentiful in Win- 
ter, according to the downfalls of Rain. They make ufe of 
Leathern-baggS;, 8 or p Gallons apiece^ drawn up by Roapes^, to 
free the water. 

To the 39:, 40. If they find a Srvallet^ they drive an Adit 
upon Level!, till 'tis dry. Seldome Damp. 

To the 41 5 42 , I referr to a Melitis inquirendum: Only they 
find no prejudice from any Iron- ore. 

To the 43:, 44. If they cannot cot the Rock, they ufe Fire 
to aneale it, laying on Wood and Coale, and the Fire fo con- 
trived, that they leave the Mine before the Operation begins , 
and find it dangerous to enter again, before it be quite cleared of 
the Smoak 5 which hath killed fome. 

Tothe45i 46,47^48. Beetles, Axe, Wedge, unlefs fo 
hardned as to make a deep Imprefllon upon the head of an An- 
vill^are not fit for their ufe •, and yet they fometimes break th.em 
in an hour 5 others laH 3 or 4 dayes, as \i happens. They work 
cloath'd irv Frocks and Waft-coats, by C::ndle-light of Tallow,

They never find any perf # ^ 
but it muft be refined. Many times they have bran died Ore 
in the SParr, 

To the 53-till 60. Tliere is Sfarr and Caulk about tfie 
Ore 5 and another fubftance^ which they call the Crmtes, winch 
is a mealy white ftone^ marted with Ore, and foft. The Sfarr 
IS white, tranfparent, and britle like Glafs. The C4#% white 
and heavy, heavier than any ftone. The p^einlks between the 
Coats 5 and is of different breadths. It breakes off fometimes 
abruptly in an Eai tli^, they call a madmg Bed^ and after a fathom 
or two may come again, keeping the fame point.

There is ^^ flight: in the fmoak, ivhich fiilli'iig 
upon the Grafs^ pojfons thofe Cattel that eat of it. They find 
thetafteof it upon their lips to be fvveet^ when the fmoak chan- 
ces to iy in their Faces. Brought home, and kid in their hou- 
les^ it kills Rats and Mice. If this flight mix with the Water 5 
in which theOar iswafli''t;,and be carried away into aftreame^jit 
hath poifoned fuch Cattel, as have drunk of k after a current of 
3 Miles, Whwit of this flight falls upon the Hind^ they gather up 
to melt in a Flagg- hearth , and make Shot and Sheet-lead 
of it. 

To the 90. They fometimes find Slaggs ^ ^54? or 5 foot 
under ground , but fuch as they judge caft afide hereto- 
fore.
